"Senator Borah said he had dis- 
cerned no open opposition to the 
treaty during the discussion today, 


but that questicning had indicated 
to him that some Senators believed

Kellogg was closely questioned, 
particularly in respect to any bear- 
ing the treaty, now signed .y 
60 of the 64 world Powers, might 
have on this country’s Monroe 
declaration of its right to protect 
the North and South American 
continents.

While some Senators have 
thought a reservation desirable, no 
member of the committee appar- 
ently has reached a decision. 
Chairman Borah announced he 
would oppose” any reservation 
which would require reconsidera- 
tion of the treaty by all of the 
signatory nations. 

Kellogg went jnto a detailed dis- 
cussion of the correspondence be- 
tween the State Department and 
the world Powers leading up to 
the final negotiation of the treaty. 
The letter of Great Britain, in 
which it accepted the treaty “‘upon 
the distinct understanding that it 
does not prejudice freedom of ac- 
tion” in respect to defense of the 
British territories, received partic-

FOR DRY ENFORCEMENT 


Heuse Approves Recommenda 
tion in Supply Bill Despite 
Heated Attack by Wets. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.---Heated 
House debate on prohibition failed 
today to effect any alteration in the 
appropriation of $13,500,000 
recommended for enforcement dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. That sec- 
tion 6f the Treasury-post office sup- 
ply bill successfully withstood an 
attack by wets and was approved 
by the House, subject to a later 
final vote. 

An amendment by Representa- 
tive La Guardia (Rep.), New York, 
that touched off the ever-present 
oratorieal fuse, was ruled out of 
order and the routine reading of 
the bill. continued. La Guardia 
proposed that the $13,509,000 pro- 
hibition enforcement appropriation 
be allotted to the States on the 
basis of population and area. He 
said the idea was that “some mon- 
ey should be spent in each State 
instead of singling out New York.” 

Representative Cramton (Rep.), 
Michigan, argued that “New York 
i'has repealed he enforcement laws 
and is lying down on the job. The 
city of New York, under the ad- 
ministration of Tammany, also is 
lying down on the enforcement of 
the law.” 

A proposal by La Guardia to 
provide .$250,000,000 for enforce- 
ment went down under a chorus of 
‘‘noes.”’ 

Representative Wingo, an Arkan- 
sas Democrat, said that Tammany 
Hall was not responsible for open 
saloons and asked for an “honest 
effort’”’ to enforce the law.

The plan worked out by Comp- 
troller Nolte is to take the $500,- 
000 from municipal revenue, and to 
enter a debit of that amount 
against the city’s Public Service pre- 
erred stock, to be deducted from the 
price obtained whenever the stock 
is sold. For completion of the 
Courthouse, a bond Issue of $1,0900,- 
000 will be required, and the city’s 
general funds will be reimbursed 
after the bonds are sold. 

The city now owns 15,870 shares of 

Public Service Co. preferred stock. 
Itsold 400 shares recently at $83 a 
share. The present market price 
is about $81. The Comptroller 
thinks it preferable to enter a debit 
against the stock, rather than to 
force a sale at the market price 
now. 

Acquisition of the stock by the 
city was a feature of the reorgani- 
zation of the United Railways prop- 
erty into the present Public Serv- 
ice Co. The city had the option of 
taking one-third of its back mill-

Not a Special Election, 

Judge White's opinion declared 
that the bond issue election was 
not a special election within the 
meaning of the statutes. There- 
fore, the requirement that a spe- 
cial bond issue election be preced- 
ed by a special registration did 
not apply in this case, 

A special election within the 
meaning of the law, Judge White 
said, would be one held on a date 
other than the date fixed by law 
for a regular election, The law, 
permits voting, at general elections, 
on special propositions, and voters 
knew this to be customary. Those 
who registered for the primary 
knew, or might haye known, that 
they were registering at the same 
time to vote on any special propo- 
sition which might be submitted 
then. Therefore, the court holds, 
the primary and the bond issue 
vote constituted one election. 

On points relating to the city’s 
power to acquire and construct the 
airport, Judge White reiterated the 
decision of Judge HKagland, who 
had found for the city on all these 
points. 

City to Act Promptly. 

Mayor Miller, expressing delight 
that the airport bond issue had 
been declared valid, announced 
that the city would lose no time in 
passing an ordinance to authorize 
the sale of the bonds, in order to 
undertake the physical work at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field as quickly 
as possible. 

Park Commissioner Pape, who 
has authority over the field, said 
that the development plans, as 
made public heretofore, were 


ready and could be carried out as 


s00n as the money became avall- 
able. 

The ordinance to authorize the 
bond sale is pending in the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 


but is expected to be sent to the 


Board of Aldermen next week.
